The name CURLIS PERRINE is as it was carved on his headstone; another spelling is CORLIS. 

The southeastern part of Freehold Township was joined with the southeastern part of Upper 
Freehold Township to form Jackson Township in 1844. In January 1850 the township became part 
of the new Ocean County. 

They were married, probably in Freehold or Upper Freehold Township, as JOHN G. ELy, 
ESQUIRE, who performed the ceremony, was a Justice of the Peace for Monmouth County. 

The 1840 census of Upper Freehold Township enumerate CURLIS and ELIZABETH near her 
parents. CURLIS was a farm laborer at this time.* It is not clear when they moved into Freehold 
Township. The family ran a farm in VanHiseville, a small village 2 miles west of Cassville. Their 
son WILLIAM C. PERRINE died as an infant in 1844. The 1850 census has them in Jackson 
Township where CURLIS was a farmer with $400.00 of real estate, quite possibly the two tracts he 
just purchased 4 months earlier which are the next topic.’ Their son, CHARLES C. PERRINE, died as 
an infant in 1857. They appear to have stayed on the farm for the rest of their lives. 

On 13 April 1850 CURLIS bought 2 parcels of land that totaled 54.5 acres for $300.00 from 
his father. The first parcel was 40.75 acres which was bordered by the lands of WILLIAM KENNEDY, 
JOHN P. SMITH, PETER PERRINE, and CHARLES HANKINS and ran along the VERNON HOLMAN line. 
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It had the same Beginning point as the purchase made in 1827 by his father PETER from his uncle 
WILLIAM HOLMAN. The second parcel of 13.5 acres was the MACKENTIRE tract his father bought in 
1814. It was south of the road from Irish Mill to EZEKIAL HOLMAN’S land and was bordered by the 
land of PATRICK SMITH and JOHN MACKENTIRE.° On 10 February 1863 CURLIS mortgaged both of 
these tracts to WILLIAM ALLEN of Jackson Township for $181.26 with a due date of 11 February 
1864 in the amount of the principal plus legal interest from 1 April 1863. The mortgage was not 
cancelled, i.e. paid off, until 5 December 1870.’ On 20 February 1866 he bought an additional 7.25 
acres from JOEL AYRES for $100.00.* This was the same tract that his father had purchased in 1827 
and then sold to JOEL in 1845; perhaps the reason for the sale was JOEL moving to Delaware 
County, New York. 

By 1870 the value of the real estate was $1500.00.’ An 1876 atlas shows the location of C. 
PERRINE and this may assumed to be CURLIS since he is the only PERRINE in this area with a given 
name starting with the letter C. The location is the southeast corner of the present day intersection 
of Route 527/528 (VanHiseville - Lakewood Road) and Route 636 (VanHiseville - Bennetts Mills 
Road).'° Their daughter MARY died 2 May 1870. In their 1880 census return their son CURLIS is 
listed as being blind.'! 

A deed recorded 17 April 1884 has CURLIS PERRINE selling 7.25 acres on the east side of 
the Irish Mill pond to DANIEL PERRINE in Jackson Township for $250.00.'? That description is one 
that also describes the purchase, of the same size, made by his father in 1827 from his uncle 
WILLIAM HOLEMAN. The deed does not say how CURLIS came to own the property and the 
relationship between grantor and grantee may be father and son but that is not a certainty. Later 
deeds show that CURLIS began to sell parcels of his farm as in the following transaction. On 6 
August 1894, CURLIS PERRINE sold 7 acres from the property he bought from his father in 1850 to 
MARGARET A. PHIFER for $50.00.'* Described as being on the Van/iseville-Toms River Road, it 
ran along WILLIAM HOLMAN’S line and that of ROBERT BILLS (a name that will come up again). 


ELIZABETH died of inflammation of the bowel in 1881. The 1885 NJ census shows CURLIS 
living in the same house with three of his children: RACHAEL, WILLIAM H. and CURLIS, JUNIOR. im 
In late spring of 1894, CURLIS became ill and remained sick through the summer. He died in 
October of gastro-entero catarrhale a chronic form of inflammation of the stomach and intestines, 
perhaps from the same cause as his wife. His death certificate lists his parents as PETER and NANCY 
PERRINE; and his birthplace as Jackson Township, Ocean County, with the understanding that the 
informant was conveying that he was born and died in the same area. 

Their final resting place is in the Holman-Perrine Family Burying Ground created by 
DANIEL PERRINE, JUNIOR and SARAH HOLMAN on their farm in Holmansville. i 


ELIZABETH’S marker was buried to the line My Saviour... for many years. Correspondence received 
by the author in March 1992 indicates that ELIZABETH'S marker has fallen. Their daughter RACHEL 
is buried next to them.

His real estate holdings were sold over the next year by his heirs who are named on each 
deed as: PETER PERRINE and SARAH, his wife; WILLIAM PERRINE; CURLIS PERRINE; DANIEL 
PERRINE and ELIZA PERRINE, his wife; SARAH PARKER and WILLIAM H. PARKER, her husband; 
RACHEL STORER; and the children of MARY PERRINE and her husband WILLIAM MILLER, JACOB 
MILLER and his wife JENNIE, SILAS A. MILLER and his wife CHARLOTTE, and MARY BROWN and 
JOHN, her husband. JACOB and JENNIE MILLER lived in New York County, NY while SILAs and 
CHARLOTTE MILLER and MARY and JOHN BROWN lived in Monmouth County with each 
jurisdiction being required to certify the signatures of their residents which explains the sometimes 
long period between the date of the transaction and the date it was recorded. The first property to be 
sold was the13.5 acre MACKENTIRE tract that CURLIS’S father had bought in 1814; that was sold 
to ROBERT R. BILLS on 14 May 1895 for $26.00.'° He was a neighbor with the property adjoining 
the parcel sold to MARGARET A. PHIFER in 1894.The heirs next addressed the farmstead and 
divided just shy of 31 acres of it into 6 lots, as the following deeds show: 


Lot 1: 4.88 acres, sold to ANN PHIFER for $24.40 on 14 December 1895."” 


Lots 2 & 3: 9.01 acres, sold to JAMES Moore for $46.41 on 14 December 1895.'® JAMES was 
married to MARY ELIZABETH PERRINE, the daughter of his cousin PETER H. PERRINE. 


Lot 4: ENOCH HorNER bought 3.36 acres on 14 December 1895 for $21.96." 


Lot 5: 4.33 acres sold to CLARK THOMPSON on 14 December 1895 for $26.06. They sold this 
parcel to ENOCH Horner, who already owned lot 4, on 15 April 1897 for $50.00.7° 


Lot 6: 9.41 acres, sold to his daughter RACHEL STORER for $47.05 on 14 December 1895.7! 


What became of the rest of the farm which was on the order of a hundred acres, is not known.

NOTES: 


DANIEL PERRINE: The 1910 census listing for DANIEL, styled PRINE, states he owned the home on 
Jackson Mills Road in VanHiseville. This does not appear to be the farm of his parents. 


CURLIS PERRINE, JUNIOR: In 1915 their son CURLIS, noted as being unable to read or write, he was 
blind after all, is living at the home of the widowed farmer JOHN MILLER in Jackson Township.” 
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
